Tho machino is tho barrel and 


carriage of the new four-inch dynamitc!- 
pneumatic gun, which, when completed, is 
expected to sink, on occasion, tho largest 
man.of-wai' afloat aad annihilate its crew. 
Tlio gun is constructed of brass and steel, 
fitted in tho most accurate manner at tho 
joints, and capablo of sustaining a pressure of 
1,000 pounds to tho square inch. It weighs 
but a ton, and rnay bo carried Ijy a small 
gun-boat. 


Tho projectile is nothing more nor less 


than a dynamito cartridge encased in soft 
metal wihtin a shell of brass and fitted with 
a wooden tail. It weighs about 100 pounds. 
Tho soft metal filling protects tho dynaaiito 
from ordinary accidents. But when tho pro- 
jectile, flying at speed, strikes, head on, 
against a resisting surface, n hard metal pin 
embedded in tho soft metal aad not touching 
tlio dynamite is forced into tho fulminate a: 
tho lioad o* the cartridge and discharges the 
dynamite. 


In order that wind currents may not inter- 


Core in tho precision of tbo firing, tho center 
uf gravity is near tho 
forward end. of 


tho projectile. Tho wooden tail acts as a 
rudder, tho wind veering tho tail around and 
throwing tho head into tho wind in propor- 
tion to tho strength of tho current, thus main- 
taining an absolute straight course. 


Tho gun is constructed with a powerful air 


chamber, capable of storing an immense force 
of compressed air. Tho gunner sights with 
telescope sights with hair linos, and with tho 
pressure oil a finger discharges the compressed 
air into tho barrel, and starts tho projectile 
on its flight. Tho great length of the tuba 
Is required to economize all tho forco of tho 
air, which is less rapid jn its action than gun- 
powder.

tho explosion, and every living being upon 
the deck -would be blown to atoms. "Whether 
any one below the deck would live to drown 
in tho sinking veasol I cannot say."

"Well, thsiboat might be sunk by tho shot, 


but unless a cartridge was struck so as to 01- 
plodo the fulminate tho dynamite would not 
explode.

He was elected jus- 
tice oC tho peace in 1842, and held the 
office for many yeara. In 1858 lie was 
elected to tho assembly, and re-eleoted in 
]B59. 
Be was one ofItho represen- 


tative men of the southern part ot the 
state. Ho was a strong, minded, discreet, 
active, and public-spirited pioneer, and 
labored hard for tho progress of the com- 
munity. Ho successfully bore all the 
hardships and privations incident .to 
frontier h£o, and with tho growth of tho 
city he grow in the esteem and confidence 
oE the people. 
His death, though 


taking place paut tho allotted years of 


man, 
will bo deeply mourned by a very 


large circle of acquaintances. 


It is a singular coincidence that Mr. 


Dickeon's sister, Jlre, W. H. H. Bailey, 
who came here tho same spring he did 
forty-eight years ago, is near death's 
door at her son-in-law'a, Mr. K. M. Bost- 
wick, and her death is momentarily ex- 
pected.
